Amidst a stinging haze of tear gas, 
police and Arab demonstrators bat- 
tled in front of Jerusalem's al-Aksa 
Mosque on Friday while several 
thousand worshippers were trapped 
inside. 

Police and worshippers after- 
wards offered conflicting claims 
about whether gas had been fired 
into the mosque located on the 
Temple Mount, the third holiest site 
in Islam. 

A member of the border police 
anti-terrorist unit was dragged into 
the mosque and had his gun 
snatched by rioters, according to Je- 
rusalem Police chief Yosef Yehu- 
da’i. He was recovering from a frac- 
tured jaw and other injuries at 
Hadassah Hospital, Ein Kerem last 
night. 

Several other policemen were 
lightly injured as well. 

Some 50 to 70 people were treat- 
ed at al-Mokassed hospital for inju- 
Ties caused by tear gas and police- 
men’s clubs, according to Dr. Ali 
Abu Rish, the doctor in charge. 

Two press photographers were 
beaten by border policemen, who 
destroyed one of the photographer's 
cameras with their clubs (see story 
page 2). 

Only eight of some 500 Arab 
demonstrators were arrested be- 
cause the demonstrators managed 
to blend into the crowd inside the 
mosque, according to Yehuda't. 

Unlike previous clashes in the 
normally tranquil, tree-lined com- 
pound containing the al-Aksa 
Mosque and the Dome of the Rock, 
this Friday's began before most of 
the worshippers left the mosque fol- 
lowing midday services. 

Shouting religious and nationalist 
slogans, a group of youths came out 
the mosque at about 12:45 p.m. 

Tue demonstraiurs bumed Israeii 
and U.S. flags and displayed a Pal- 
estinian one, according to Jerusalem 
Police spokesman Rafi Levy. 

Police fired volleys of tear-gas 
canisters, which made a thunderous, 
cannon-like boom and caused Jew- 
ish worshippers and tourists at the

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij 
said last night that Israel will not 
find local Palestinians leaders to 
replace the PLO as negotiating 
partners in peace talks. 

Freij, interviewed on Israeli 
Television, was responding to 
remarks by Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin last week stress- 
ing that Israel must “create the 
conditions” for local Palestin- 
ians to come forward as poten- 
tial partners for peace talks. 

“All the Arab governments are 
united in their support for the PLO 
as the legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians. Any local Jeader- 
ship will be rejected and considered 
as collaborators. The idea of local 
leadership is not a possibility," said 
Freij. 

He called on Israel to make an 
“immediate, courageous and mag- 
naminous™ offer for “real peace,” 


and noted that there is a consensus 
among Jordanians, Palestinians and 
other Arab states to make peace 
with Israel on the basis of “‘an ex- 
change of territory for peace and 
UN Security Council Resolutions 
242 and 338." 

Meanwhile. Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres said Israel should be 
ready to negotiate with Jordan de- 
spite the continuing unrest, but he 
Teiterated Jerusalem's refusal to talk

terrorist organization. 

“If we meet with them, I do not 
see any possible solution to the 
problem, because the PLO is anx- 
tous to have a state and an army, 
and you will not find a single Israeli 
who will agree to that,” Peres told a 
group of visiting American 
congressmen. 

“Furthermore, I believe if we 
agreed to it, the PLO would | destroy 
the Jordanian kingdom,” Peres 
said. “They would never be satisfied 
with just a state here. Since the ma-

Media reports continue to 
exasperate Jerusalem

Officials in Jerusalem last night 
reacted with exasperation and resig- 
nation last night to the additional 
damage done to Israel's image 
abroad by the media reports of the 
disturbances on the Temple Mount. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Ehud Gol denied allegations that 
the police had fired tear gas into the 
mosques, saying that the policemen 
had acted with restraint and with the 
utmost respect for the sanctity of the 
Moslem shrine. 

But senior officials said that t given 
Israel's already tarnished image 
abroad, “the facts do not make 
much difference any more.” 


The officials said that Israeli deni- 
als are increasingly being reported 
in the media in “sceptical tones." 
They noted that the reports on tear 
gas being fired into the mosques on 
Friday originated with the BBC. 
which broadcast a dramatic account 
of the Temple Mount incident with- 
out waiting for a reaction from Is- 
raeli authorities. 

“It is getting more and more diffi- 
cult to contradict even the most ab- 
surd and imaginative rumours.” an 
official said.

He is scheduled be the main 
speaker Thursday night at a meeting 
of Herut moderates in Jerusalem or- 
ganized by Moshe Amirav. 

Amirav himself has his own prob- 
lems within Herut. On Wednesday 
he will appear before the party's 
court for the third time to defend 
himself against charges brought by 
Yarom Nahman, the head of Ariel 
council.

Abu Nidal 
terror trial 


ROME (AP) -- An American journal- 
ist whose 11-year-old daughter was 
killed in the 1985 Rome airport mas- 
sacre, on Friday told how he had 
sought to protect his child in 90 sec- 
onds of confusion and terror. 

Victor L. Simpson, a 45-year-old 
news editor, testified in the trial of 
Palestinian guerrilla feader Abu Ni- 
dal and two others in the attack that 
left 16 people dead and more than 70 
wounded, 

Simpson said he was entering the 
lobby of Leonardo da Vinci Airport 
with his daughter, Natasha, and his 
son Michael. 

“My sou was behind me. I was 
ahead with my daughter," Simpson 
said. *‘After a few seconds, I heard 
an explosion ... it was all confasion."* 

He said he huried Natasha to the 
ground, and they lay stretched out 
together on the terminal floor. 

“My son was 10 metres behind 
me. Then there was the shooting ... 
there was much confusion. Obvious- 
ly my daughter was gravely in- 
jured,"’ said Simpson, who was in- 
Jured in the hand by a bullet. His 
son, Michael, ‘suffered abdominal 
wounds. ee er 

Paramedics and ambulances took 
them to the hospital. ‘‘There was an 
operation performed on my daugh- 
ter... but there was nothing to be 
done,"’ he added. 


London hospital tests 
Aids drug developed 
at Weizmann Institute

LONDON - A compound for treat- 
ing Aids, which was developed at 
the Weizmann Institute of Science 
in Rehovot, is being tested secretly 
at a leading London teaching 
hospital. 


The testing, which is taking place- 


in such secrecy that the hospital has 
asked not to be named, started be- 
fore Christmas. There has reported- 
ly been a significant improvement in 
Aids patients’ health. 

Patients spread the butter-like 
compound. called AL-721, on toast 
or crackers, or mix it into fruit juice. 
The trials are taking place under the 
Department of Health and Social 
Security clinical trial exemption 
procedure. 

Only 2 handful of Aids victims are 
being treated with the Israeli 
formula. 


Snow in the hills 
as rainfall nears 
its annual average

Homosexual link alleged in TA murder

TEL AVTV -- A mother’s repert on 
Friday of the disappearance of her 
son enabled police to uncover the 
murder of a 34-year-old Tel Aviv 
man, allegedly at the hands of his 
homosexual lovers. 

The police said that three Arabs 
from the territories. remanded Fri- 
day op suspicion of stealing a car 
and possessing hashish, were rein- 
terrrogated after the mother of 
Yossi Ben-Gal told the police that 
she had not heard from her son for 
two days. 

Under questioning by officers in 


the Yarkon station in Tel Aviv, two 
of the three suspects allegedly ad- 
mitted to having had homosexual 
relations with Ben-Gal, who worked 
as an international telephone 
operator. 

Also they allegedly confessed to 
strangling bim in his apartment at 9 
Rehov Keremiyeh on Wednesday 
night, Sgan-Nitzav Dalia Gilad, the 
police spokeswoman, said. 

Police, guided by one-of the mur- 
der suspects, found Ben-Gal's body 
yesterday morning in a ditch next to 
the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv highway, 
about 10 kilometres from Sha‘ar Ha- 
gai, where the suspects allegedly 


dumped it Wednesday night. 
The police suspect that the motive 
behind the killing was criminal, but 


have not ruled out terrori’m. : 


The three Arabs who were re- 
manded on Friday, two from the 
Gaza Strip and the third from Sa- 
maria, were driving a car with Israeli 
licence plates after midnight 
Wednesday when they were stopped 
by police and arrested. Hashish was 
found in a search of the vehicle, the 
spokeswoman said. 

It emerged that the car had been 
stolen in Tel Aviv, thus establishing 
the possible connection with Ben- 
Gal's disappearance. 


10,000 at rally for constitution

TEL AVIV -- Throngs of young peo- 
ple from around the country braved 
the threatening weather last night 
and turned out for a rally to pro- 
mote an Israeli constitution. 

The organizers shifted the rally 
from Kikar Malchei Yisrael next 
door to the passage underneath City 
Hall because of the rain. An esti- 
mated 10,000 people. most of them 
teenagers, crammed together aad 
heard speeches by public figures 
such as Tel Aviv Mayor Shiomo La- 


hat and Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek as well as music by Shalom 
Hanoch, Haim Moshe and others. 

Tet Aviv University law profes- 
sor. Uriel Reichman, chairman of 
the group which wrote a proposed 
constitution. expressed confidence 
that they would overcome political 
opposition. Three basic aspects that 
Reichman stressed in his talk were: 
a bill of rights, direct elections for at 
least half of the Knesset member- 
ship and direct elections for the po- 
sition of prime minister. 


“This was a moving evening,” 


Reichman said after the rally. 

Participants rejected criticism 
that such a rally did not befit the 
subject's seriousness and that the 
affair amounted to nothing more 
than a “constitution carnival,” in 
the words of Justice Minister Avra- 
fam Sharir. 

“Not true,” said Histadrut central 
committee member Gideon Ben- 
Yisrael. “The size of the turnout in 
this kind of weather is a sign that we 
are serious.” εἶ

This index rose by 20.9 
per cent over the year, substantially 
more than the CPI, but most of this 
rise took place in the first half of the 
year. 

The CPI also showed a faster pace 
of increase in the first six months of 
the year, when it gained 8.5 per 
cent, than in the second half, when 
it rose 7 per cent. The devaluation 
on January 13, 1987 apparently con- 
tributed to the higher inflation in the 
first half.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - U.S. 
researchers say they have found a 
faster and more sensitive laboratory 
test to detect the Aids virus in hu- 
mans.

kes three days to complete the 
test, compared with up to four 
weeks required to detect the virus 
by attempting to culture it in the 
laboratory.

Forgotten World War II Polish 
refugees still live in UK camp 


NEWTON ABBOT, England 
(Reuter) - More than 40 years after 
the end of World War Two, 130 el- 


‘derly Poles still live in former U.S. 


army barracks inside Britain's only 
remaining Polish refugee camp. 

“Most have no relatives, noth- 
ing.” said a long-time resident of the 
camp. nestled among the green hills 
of Devon in picturesque southwest- 
ern England. 

The residents, women in head 
scarves and elderly men with an al- 
most military bearing, were worried 
recently by press reports that the 
government planned to close the 
camp and move them to old people's 
homes.But they were reassured by 
Junior Social Services Minister Mi- 
chael Portillo, who announced that 
the camp would stay open. 

Known as the “Polish camp,” or 
“Little Poland™ to local villagers, it 
was one of 40 refugee camps set up 
after the war to house and teach 
English to Poles who fought under 
British command during the war. 
and their dependents. 

Only this one camp, run by the 
Department of Health and Social 
Services (DHSS) near the village of 
Newton Abbot, remains. 

Most of the refugees had been 
Peasants in eastern Poland. Along 
with thousands of other Poles they 
were sent to Siberia in 1940. 

By 1947, about 650 homeless 
Poles had moved into drab one-sto- 
ry brick barracks that had once 
housed American soldiers and Ger- 
man prisoners of war. The arrange- 
ment was supposed to be temporary 
and most of the refugees were relo- 
cated, moving into the British 
stream of life. But 130, most of 
whom have not mastered English, 
stayed in their little piece of Poland. 

“They couldn't integrate, the lan- 
guage was difficult and most are dis- 
abled.”’ one ex-serviceman ex- 
plained. 

The camp became their haven ima 
part of England known for its rolling 
hills, wind-blasted seascapes and

Forty years later. the camp. offi- 
cially called Ilford Park. has alt the 
trappings of the old people's home it 
has now effectively became. 

Camp director Maurice Clark said 
many of the Poles wept with joy 
when told they could remain. 

Camp officials say the refugees

when some were driven out of their 
homes to spend two years as slave 
labourers in Siberia. 

Surrounded by well-kept lawns. 
the camp contains a church, hospital 
unit, communal dining room, Pol- 
ish-language library and a store for 
the residents. whose average age is 
76. 

As in the old country, a roman- 
esque spire is perched atop the 
church's corrugated roof. 

‘Yhere are holiday dances with 
folk music played by a Polish band. 
A PolishJanguage newspaper pub- 
lished in London is delivered daily.

‘No vacancies’ at 
Gaza Strip resort

KATIF, Gaza -- After five weeks of 
coctinual disturbances in the territo- 
ries, Israelis may be getting used to 
the present state of unrest, accord- 
ing to officials of a Gaza Strip Jew-

“When people abroad hear of vio- 
fent disturbances. they tend not to 
draw distinctions between the terri- 
tories and the rest of Israel — espe- 
cially when they hear reports of riot- 
ing in Jerusalem.”

defence establishment. said last 
Thursday that the issue has held up 
fing! ratification of the next U.S.- 
Israel F-16 aircraft deal. 

Bur the report noted that the ne- 
gntiations are continuing and the 
deal “is expected to be closed 
soon.” The Israeli electronics, it 
added. ‘tare likely to remain 
secret.” 

According to the report. Israel 
gave the Pentagon information on 
some of its F-1b-related work, but 
not on the electronics systems. The 
Pentagon is said to be studying the 
Israeli information to see how it will 
affect the price Israel pays for the 
planes. 

The deat currently under discus- 
sion involves a third batch of 75 F- 
16s. In recent years. Israel has pur- 
chased 150 F-16s of an earlier 
generation. Israe] wants the new F- 
16 C/D ta replace the now scrapped

More young Israelis heeding 
‘smokers are losers’ message

Doctors’ warnings and model-ac- 
tress Brooke Shields’ TV statement 
that “people wha smoke are real 
losers” have apparently persuaded 
many young Isruelis. The latest Da- 
haf survey finds that 78 per cent of 
Israelis aged 18 to 21 have never 
smoked - the highest figure ever. 
according to a delighted Israel Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Smoking. 
The survey was conducted in No- 
vember by Dr. Mina Zemach and 
her associates among a representa- 
tive sample of 1,190 Jews aged 18 
and up from all over the country. 
She found that the smoking rate in 
the whole population continues to 
drop -- from 29 per cent a year aga to 
28.5 per cent today. The lowest rate 
of smokers is among the 18 to 21 age 
group, the survey found, Two-thirds 
of the non-smokers of army age ask 
smokers tn put out their cigarettes in 
their presence, compared wo only 40

that health regulations stipulate that

Many of the children in the Agu- 
da’s halfway houses today are al- 
ready slated for adoption, but a de- 
cision on the future of some of the 
boys and girls can be made only 
after a period of evaluation. When 
there is a possibility that children 
might be able to return home, half- 
way house social workers work 
closely with community services and 
with the parents in an attempt to 
build a stable family framework for 
the child. To this end, the social 
worker may also take a child to 
Meetings with his parents on “neu- 
tral ground.” 

Intensive work with parents and 
child sometimes does bear fruit. 
There are youngsters who return to 
their biological parents permanent- 
ly. When the retum is unsuccessful. 
they come back to the halfway 
house ~ this time, to prepare for 
adoption. 


FINDING A new home and placing 
a child are not the only steps neces- 
sary in a successful adoption. 
Youngsters with a traumatic past 
need special help in getting their 
lives in order. Most importantly, 
they have to wanr to be adopted. 
The halfway houses thus play a 
unique role in preparing prospective 
adoptees for life in a family. 

“They come here in a state of 
external and internal chaos, wanting 
fo know what it is they have done to 
keep their parents from loving or 
wanting them,” explains Cialic, a 
social worker at a ‘halfway house. 
“We talk about the abuses they have 
suffered. their pain at leaving the 
family, the hopelessness they feel 
when they are in institutions.” 

Unfounded though their feelings 
are, all of the children carry a heavy 
burden of guilt. but both in their 
biological homes and in institutions, 
they find no place to talk about this. 

“In the halfway house. they can 
be angry - even break things — and 
the staff will understand,” says 
Faber. “They find that everyone 
else in the house feels the same. and 
learn that it is legitimate to have 
negative as well as positive 
feelings.” 

After helping children deal with 
their past lives, halfway house social 
workers try tu help them tuck the 
memories away. 

“This way, the child is not so 
overwhelmed by what has happened 
to him, and begins to think of the 
future — and a new life,” notes Cia- 
lic, adding that working in a halfway 
house teaches one the reversibility 
of trauma: “After putting order into 


they had stuck to one partner in the 
past six months. 

Twenty per cent of the survey's 
cross-section of 18- to 44-year-old 
Swedes said fear of Aids had 
prompted them to change their sex- 
ual habits, up from 11 per cent in a 
corresponding survey one year ago. 

Sweden's Aids campaign con- 
trasts starkly ta its counterpart in 
neighbouring Denmark, which has 
retained one of the world's most 
liberal attitudes towards sex. While

Instead of 
studying in school, he drew broken 
hearts, over and over. 

After a year at the (transient 
house, he had become a good pupil 
and an industrious worker: Besides 
the chair — designed by Doron to 
provide back support — the boy took 
charge of the thriving vegetable gar- 
den and helped with maintenance of 
the “feelings room.” 

Not all older children who are 
adapted have been able to spend 
time in one of the nation’s three 
halfway houses. Overcrowding is ta- 
boo there, and when there is no 
room for a youngster before his 
adoption, he may not be able to 
undergo this special experience. 

Eventual placement with adop- 
tive parents is often held up by legal 
problems and judicial foot-drag- 
ging, according to psychologist 
Moshe. She finds that even the 
worst parent may make a last-ditch 
effort to hold on to a child who 
“belongs” to him: “The judge sees 
written reports by professionals on 
the youngster’s biological home and 
his emotional and mental state, but 
he hears impassioned pleas by par- 
ents who have horribly abused their 
children but insist on keeping 
ther.” 

Thus, although ideally children 
should spend two to 12 months in 
the transient home — until they reach 
the point where they are emotional- 
ly ready for adoption - some of 
them are doomed to a much longer 
wait, Because the law doesn't limit 
the length of time by which a judge 
must hand down a decision on such 
matters, a chifd may spend as much 
as three years, hoping desperately to 
be granted the right to be placed in a 
new home. And once granted that 
right, the “older” youngster -- eight 
and above — may then spend up to a 
year until a family is found to adopt 
him. 

Moshe tells of a youngster who 
arrived in the halfway house holding 
her hands behind her back. The par- 
ents, who had kept her tied up so 
that she wouldn't get into mischief, 
fought to keep the child, hiring a 
Jawyer who did not believe in 
adoption. 

Using every wick in the book (ap- 
peals on the last day, etc.) in order 
to prolong adoption proceedings, 
the lawyer managed to keep the girl 
in question a at a halfway house for 
over three years, says Moshe. 

“Why did you do it,” she asked

“THERE ARE more older children 
teady for adoption than_ parents 
ready to take them," says Tal of the 
adoption services. People prefer to 
become parents by adopting a baby. 
Taking an older child who has suf- 
fered in the past and whose person- 
ality has already been partially 
shaped, is hard for many couples, 
she explains. f 

Yet the fear of many prospective 
adoptive parents that such young- 
Sters will never be truly “theirs” is 
completely baseless, emphasizes 
Tal. Although the older adopted 
children will not see their new par- 
ents as their biological ones, they 
will consider them their real parents. 

Those people who do adopt older 
children find a special satisfaction in 
doing so, says Tal: “Some of them 
have a tremendous need to give and 
can patiently wait for what will later 
be a huge reward.” 

She notes that people who have 
already had families may be won- 
derful adoptive parents for the older 
child — couples in their forties, for 
example, whose offspring have al- 
ready left the nest. The house is 
emptying out but they may feel their 
lives are far from over, Other poten- 
tial parents for older children are 
couples who don't want to wait five 
to six years for a baby, or single 
adults who want a son or daughter. 

“They will receive youngsters 
who have been intellectually and 
emotionally deprived but have nor- 
mal potential and a driving need for 
an emotional relationship with 
adults,” says Tat. 

Although nearly every child who 
is up for adoption eventually is 
placed in a new home, it takes time 
for this to happen, especially if they 
are over eight. Once a child has 
been prepared for adoption it is 
heartrending to watch him wait, says 
Faber, “After the first youngster at 
our newest halfway home was 
adopted. the others were so upset at 
being left behind that they broke the 
furniture.” 

This is why the atmosphere of the 
halfway home is so important, she 
says. The staff there can accept the 
children’s feelings and explain that if 
Litach went home roday, Dudu can 
go tomorrow.

Talks resume today on energy reform

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
and the heads of the three fuel com- 
panies are scheduled to meet again 
today to uy and reach an under- 
standing on the minister's contro- 
versial energy reform programme. 

A compromise plan offered by 
Shahal would prohibit the state- 
owned Oil Refineries Ltd. from 
marketing products directly to con~ 
sumers and instead leave that re- 
sponsibility with the three oil com- 
panies. 

Last week. however, Shahal gave 
no indication he would be willing to 
back down further on his deregula- 
tion plan, which has been held up by 
oppostion from the energy industry. 
Responding to ἃ oew version of the 
plan - proposed by the three fuel 


companies, Paz Oil Co., Delek Fuel 
Corp. and Sonol Ltd. -- Shahal told 
the Knesset Finance Committee last 
week that he would not change so 
much as a comma in his restructur-" 
‘ing plan for the fuel sector. 

Energy Ministry officials said that 
after two years of negotiations it was 
“absurd” that the companies “keep 
coming up with new plans™ to re- 
place others that are rejected. 

Shahal’s reform programme calls 
for reducing the government's role 
and opening up the market to in- 
creased campetition, which has 
been characterized by a cartel for 
decades. It was recently approved 
by the National Energy Authority 
(NEA), which means no alterations 
can be made without that body's 
approval -- not even by Shahal. 

A new point suggested by the fuel 


companies would allow the six 
largest industrial consumers of fuel 
to import ali their own fuel but, 
would require them to detail those 
requirements one year in advance. 


Ministry officials claimed this was 
aimed at blocking the plan and 
would be difficult to comply with. 
“They should be free to import ac- 
cording to changes in prices in Eu- 
rope and differing opportunities,” a 
ministry spokesman said. “What do 
the fuel companies have ta know a 
year ahead for anyway? Do they 
have to submit their orders a year in 
advance?” the ministry spokesman 
asked, 

The reform plan will be imple- 
mented starting March 1. he said. 
adding that “the clock started tick- 
ing last week.”

TEL AVIV — Amos Mansdorf will 
not change bis mind and defend his 
Singles title αἱ the oft-postponed 1987 
National Tennis Championships, 
scheduled to take place in Jerusalem 
this week weather permitting. 

“Amos returned home from Aus- 
tralia feeling unwell and he will defi- 
nitely not be playing in the singles in 
Jerusalem,” his father Ya'akov told 
me yesterday. Mansdorf senior was 
still not sure if Amos would respond 
to the Israel Tennis Association's ap- 
peal to him to af least compete in the 
doubles. 

TTA chairman David Barnik said 
on Friday: ‘*While the circum- 
stances surrounding the nationals 
were exceptional this time, Amos has 
never said he will not compete in the 
event, and he accepts the fact that in 
futare he must take part. From now 
on, the [ITA will schedule the cham- 
pionships for a convenient week 
when ail leading players are in the 
country, and these players would be 
obliged to compete if they are fit.”" 

In the end, however, it could well 
be that the weather will have the last 
say on the outcome of these trouble- 
plagued championships. Rain com- 
pletely washed out the national's sin- 
gies qualifying tournament for men 
and women, which was due to begin 
on Friday afternoon and be complet- 
ed yesterday after a morning start.

Vikings: It’s time the coin fell our way 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Never 
mind the Redskins offence or de- 
fence. It was the coin toss that killed 
the Minnesota Vikings the last two 
times they played Washington. 

Each time they took the Redskins 
to overtime: each time they lost the 
coin toss and Washington won with 
a score on their first possession. 

“Maybe this ime. we'll win a coin 
toss and win the game,” Minnesota 
coach Jerry Burns says of today's 
meeting with the Redskins for the 
NEC championship. 

The last time the coin fell wrong 
for the Vikings was just three weeks 
ago in Minneapolis, when it looked 
like the vagaries of “heads" or 
“tails” had eliminated Minnesota 
from the playoffs. After dominating 
for most of the game. they allowed 
the Redskins to tie the game on a 51- 
yard pass from Doug Williams to 
Ricky Sanders with 1:46 left, then 
lost the toss and the game 27-24 on 
Ali Haji-Sheikh's 26-vard field goal. 
That kept the Vikings from clinch- 
ing a playoff berth and they snuck in 
the back door only because St. Lou- 
is were beaten by Dallas on the final 
Sunday. 

_ Asimilar thing happened on No- 
vember 2, 1986, when the Redskins 
rallied from ἃ 12-point deficit in the 
final five minutes to tie the game. 
then won 44-38 on Jay Schroeder's 
38-yard touchdown pass to Gary 
Clark on their first possession in 
overtime.

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Disquiet in the parties 


WHILE the Cabinet, led by Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
holds fast to the position that restoration of law and order in 
the territories must precede any political initiatives to replace 
the status quo, there is less certainty about this position inside 
the two principal coalition parties. 

Yesterday, the mayor of Tel Aviv, who just recently was 
again embraced by the prime minister as a Likudnik in good 
standing after an abortive effort to create a new centre party, 
sparked new controversy by proposing wholesale Israeli with- 
drawal from the territories. And late last week, Herut’s vocal 
dissident, Moshe Amirav, was joined by four other members 
of his party's central committee in a letter to Mr. Shamir 
calling for negotiations with the Palestinians and not with 


Jordan. 


Within the Labour Alignment there is even greater disquiet. 
Ezer Weizman, for example, wants an immediate new peace 
offensive. He proposes that preparatory talks for peace negoti- 
ations be held in Cairo between Israel and a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation and is seeking to convene the party's 
central committee in order to persuade it to adopt his plan as 


official party policy. 


Whether the party would move in that direction πον is 
doubtful, but Labour's dovish wing, led by Abba Eban and 
former minister Haim Zadok who dissent from the Rabin line. 
would, presumably, welcome a party debate to make its 
reservations about that line more visible. 

The longer the disquiet in the territories continues, the more 
these inner cracks in the two major parties will deepen. But 
the dissenters in each party face differing problems. 

In the Likud they come up squarely against the party 
leadership and party orthodoxy. Moreover, since they cannot 
easily adopt the centrist option of talks with Jordan as ad- 
vanced by Foreign Minister Peres without seeming to betray 
the party interest, they are for this reason alone, driven to the 
Palestinian option, which is also anathema to their party. 

In Labour, the dovish camp comes up against what has 
emerged as a united front between Mr. Rabin and Mr. Peres. 
When Mr. Peres, with his effort to launch talks with Jordan 
under an international “umbrella”, set the tone, the doves 
could feel their party was moving in the proper direction and 
that it was the Likud that posed the stumbling block. But now 
that Mr. Peres, desirous of party unity, has enabled Mr. Rabin 
to set the tone, the dovish camp feels increasingly frustrated. 
That frustration is only heightened by the recognition that in 
an election year, Labour would be sorely damaged by any 
fissure between Rabin and Peres. 

The foreign minister has sought to juggle all these contrary 
pressures by assuring his party that he will make the interna- 
tional confereace the centrepiece of Labour's election cam- 
paign. Yet that assurance does not confront the immediate 
situation created by the unrest in the territories. Nor does the 
slogan of an international conference, unsupported by con- 
crete evidence to dispel Likud claims about the “mortal” 
danger of such a forum, bear great popular clout. 

However, to display tangible evidence that such a confer- 


ence would mean 


irect peace talks, to instil confidence in a 


sceptical public, would require preparatory political moves 
now. which is precisely what Mr. Peres, hemmed in by Mr. 
Rabin, Jet alone the prime minister, feels unable to propose. 

For the moment there are no signs that the defence minister 
will enable Mr. Peres to get out of that box. He has persuaded 
himself of the axiom that, as in war, only when the Palestinians 
learn that violence will get them nowhere will a political option 
be possible. This axiom, congenial to the Likud, has sustained 
Cabinet cohesion, such as it is. 

But it also means that the army, compelled to put down riots 
without riot-control methods and without full force, bears the 
burden of a popular rebellion without complementary political 


measures to relieve tensions.

Meanwhile, in Washington, Sec- 
Tetary of State George Shultz said 
that Israel's handling of the disor- 
ders in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip should not be a subject of re- 
peated UN Security Council resolu- 
tions. He was reacting to continuing 
international condemnation of this 
country. 

In an interview published yester- 
day in The New York Times, Shultz 
said: “In the current difficulties, just 


a continuing peppering of the situa- 
tion with UN votes is not going to be 
useful.” 

in the past few weeks, the Securi- 
ty Council has passed three resolu- 
tions condemning Israel's policies in 
trying to stop the disturbances. 

The most recent -- last Thursday — 
cajled on Israel to permit four Pales- 
tinian deportees to return to their 
homes on the West Bank. The U.S. 
abstained during that vote. 

The U.S. also abstained on the 
first anti-Israe! resolution. The oth- 
er 14 members of the Security Coun- 
cil voted against Israel on all three 
Toll calls. 

USS. officials said said they did 
not want to leave the impression of a 
growing rift between Washington 
and Jerusalem. They expiained that 
such a perception might actually en- 
courage radical and fundamentalist 
Palestinians to even further step up 
their protests against Israel. 

Meanwhile, Israeli diplomats 
from around the U.S. began arriving 
in Washington yesterday for three 
days of discussions at the Israeli Em- 
bassy which begin today. They are 
planning to review various informa- 
tion techniques aimed at countering 
the negative image of Israel in the 
U.S. news media.

HINDSIGHT may be an exact sci- 
ence, but foresight has all the exact- 
ness — especially regarding an explo- 
sive situation such as that in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip -- of as- 
trological and weather forecasts. 

Of course, many things can be 
predicted with a lesser or a greater 
degree of precision. For example, 
an English philosopher once de- 
clared that two things were certain 
in life: death and taxes. And in Isra- 
el, the list could be extended to in- 
clude red tape, inefficient bureau- 
crats and the democratic right to 
demonstrate as a substitute for 
changing the election system. 

But there is one thing which is 
highly predictable among many Is- 
raelis; less predictable among many 
others. It is the belief that “peace” 
can be bought by “appeasing™ the 
inhabitants of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip by granting them the 
right of self-determination. ᾿ 


The word appeasement half-a- 
century ago was the foulest three- 
syllable word in the English lan- 
guage. It still conjures up visions of 
Engliand’s then prime minister, Nev- 
ille Chamberlain, proclaiming on his 
retum to England after signing the 
1938 Munich Agreement with Hitler 
that he had brought “peace in our 
time." Chamberlain had agreed that 
the Germans living in the Sudeten- 
land should have the legitimate right 
of “self-determination.” 


The results are well known. 
Stripped of its first line of defence, 
betrayed by its -allies, truncated 
Czechoslovakia was forced to capit- 
ulate a year later to the Hitierian 
hordes. And in the same year, Hit- 
ler, whose appetite had been only 
whetted, reached out for more land 
(Poland) and launched the most ter- 
rible war in human history. 

(After World War IT, Czechoslo- 
vakia regained the Sudetenland and 
“transferred” — a euphemism for ex- 
pelled - several million Germans 
from within its borders.) 

History may, or may not, repeat 


THE NOTION that “deportations 
are contrary to international law” is, 
admittedly, an arguable proposition 
but it is by no means a conclusive 
one, and the weight of international 
law appears to hold otherwise, as 
follows: 

The Geneva Convention, cited by 
those who assert that deportations 
are contrary to international law, 
actually presents the authoritative 
basis for the proposition that depor- 
tations can be lawful. In a word, 
Article 49 of Geneva Convention IV 
distinguishes, in effect, betweén 
lawful and unlawful deportations 
(i.e., it defines war crimes as “un- 
lawful deportation or transfer or un- 
lawful confinement of a protected 
person,” thus allowing for lawful de- 
portations.) This is supported by 
distinguished international authori- 
ties, including Schwartzenberger, 
Stone, McDougal et al. 

An examination or application of 
international humanitarian law - or 
law of belligerent occupation -- to 
the Israeli policy or practice of de- 
portation has led the above authori- 
ties to conclude that, “It is clear that 
deportation of the sort practised by 
the Israeli occupation authorities 
has nothing in common with that 
condemned by the Convention.” 
(See, for example, Stone, No War 
No Peace in the Middle East, and 
Kuttner, Israel and the West Bank; 
Aspects of the Law of Belligerent 
Occupation. }) 

Opinion Juris — or the authority of 
distinguished jurists, recognized as a 
distinct source of international law — 
holds that deportations are indeed 
permissible under customary inter- 
national law provided they are not 
arbitrary or discruiinatory, and 
cites the Universal Declaration of

itself, but those who have not 
learned from history are sure to re- 
peat the same mistakes. 

What exactly do the “appeasers” 
in Israel propose? They want to 
grant the inhabitants of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip their legiti- 
mate right - and it is a legitimate 
right -- to self-determination even 
though this will strip Israel of a vitai 
line of defence. These “appeasers” 
naively believe that in return, the 
inhabitants will grant Israel its legi- 
mitate right to exist in peace. 

But what do these inhabitants 
promise Israei? If it is peace, the 
voice has been almost inaudible, 
drowned out by those wanting war. 
The closest any Arab leader has 
come to offering peace is estabtish- 
ing a “bi-national” state. But this is 
what they have today. What they 
mean by “bi-national™ is that the 
Arabs will be in the saddle and the 
Israelis, on foot. 

But fet us assume, even though 
the probabilities are very low, that 
after two problems have been 
cleared up, they will make peace — 
and honestly mean it. 

Israel will be allowed to supervise 


the security of the settlers in the. 


West Bank and Gaza Strip; the sec- 
ond problem, a more difficult one, is 


the status of Jerusalem. Neverthe- 
less, some agreement could be 
teached not to re-divide the city, 
with the Arabs enjoying some sort 
of extraterritorial status, like enjoy- 
ing all the benefits of living in Israel 
with none of the obligations.

Human Rights authority. (See 
G.A. Res. 217 (III), 3 UN GAOR

The question of deportations is 
not to be analysed in light of inter- 
national law generally, but in the 
light of the rules or norms relating to 
the Jegal regime of belligerent occu- 
pation, sometimes referred to also 
as international humanitarian law. 
This legal regime not only permits 
but authorizes, if not requires, the 
occupying power to do two things: 
(1) safeguard the welfare of the in- 
habitants, and (2) take such mea- 
sures as are necessary to protect 
public order and security. 

Deportations are regarded as ap- 
propriate measures if they do not 
belong to the “genre” of deporta- 
tions prohibited by the Geneva Con- 
vention, specifically as set forth in 
Article 49. ln a word, what is pro- 
hibited is individual or collective 
transfers of population, either to the 
country of the occupying power or 
to a third country where, in effect, 
the consequences of the transfer 
would result in inhumane or cruel 
and degrading treatment or punish- 
ment if not death to the deportee as 
exemplified by deportation to slave 


Jabour camps, concentration camps 
and the like. ; 

The Geneva Convention ΓΝ, Ar- 
ticle 49, is alleged to prohibit any 
deportation “re; of motive.” 
As set forth in (1) above, this ap- 
pears to be rebutted by the general 
text of the Geneva Convention 
{e.g., Article 147), and the weight of
